OF A 49-YEAR PUBLIC AGENCY PERMIT FROM NOVEMBER 19, 1970, IN CONSIDERATION OF
THE PUBLIC BENEFIT AND SAFETY, FOR PLACEMENT OF BEACH FILL AND CONTINUING
REPLENISHMENT AS NECESSARY ON A PARCEL OF TIDE AND SUBMERGED LAND IN SAN PEDRO
BAY ADJACENT TO SURFSIDE COLONY AND SUNSET BEACH, ORANGE COUNTY, CALIFORNIA,
BEING WITHIN THE FOLLOWING DESCRIBED AREA:
